REGION, WINSPEARE EMPHASIZED FACT THAT PRG OFFICE SET 

UP EXCLUSIVELY DEAL WITH HUMANITARIAN MATTERS. HE 

DREW PARTICULAR ATTENTION TO RESPONSIBILITY UN 

SECGEN WALDHEIM HAD SHOULDERED IN ASSISTING IN 

ESTABLISHMENT OF PRG LIAISON OFFICE AND SUGGESTED 

THAT IT NOT IN PRG INTEREST TO RISK ALIENATION OF UN 

OR PARTICULARLY CERTAIN TRANSGRESSIONS OF THEIR MANDATE 

AT GENEVA. PRG REPS REPORTEDLY TOOK CAREFUL 

NOTE OF WINSPEARE STATEMENT TO THEM BUT MADE NO COMMENT. 
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
